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Senate boxed in by library 
and campus space problems

He will speak on The Responsibilities 
of the Scientist’ at 8:00 p.m. in the Uni¬ 
versity Centre Auditorium. The lecture 
is free and open to the public. 

Polanyi is one of four individuals who 
will be awarded honorary degrees dur¬ 
ing Spring Convocation ceremonies at 
UVic May 29 and 30. 

Westcoast Native carver and Ahousat 
Elder, George Louie, noted scientist Dr. 
Edith McGeer and leading Canadian 
ballet director Arnold Spohr are the 
other honorary degree recipients. 

Profiles on the four degree recipients 
will be published in a special May 29 
Convocation issue of the Ring. 


UVic Senate approved a motion last 
week that would ease the space problems 
of the McPherson Library by providing 
alternate locations for all non-library 
tenants presently occupying space in 
the library. 

The only problem is, there isn’t any 
place where the tenants can be moved. 

The Senate motion passed on May 6, 
recommended immediate attention be 
given to reclaiming the space presently 
occupied by the School of Public 
Administration. 

While the Senate decision authorized 
relocating the School of Public Adminis¬ 
tration, there are no present plans or 
options available that will allow this to 
occur. 

Speaking the day after the Senate 
meeting, Trevor Matthews, Vice- 
President of Administration, says any 
significant improvement in the campus 
crowding problems is not possible with¬ 
out a new building on campus. He 
emphasized there are no funds currently 
available for a new building to house the 
School of Public Administration. 

The motion respecting the library was 
approved following a report tabled by 
Dr. Wesley T. Wooley, Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on the Library. 

The report indicated that with approx¬ 
imately one million volumes, the library 
stacks are filled virtually to capacity. 
Because some 46,000 new books are 
acquired annually, the library will begin 


to experience extreme difficulties within 
the next few years unless more space is 
found within the McPherson building. 

“It’s not just a library space problem, 
it is a campus space problem,” says Dr. 
Brian Wharf, dean responsible for the 
School of Public Administration. 

“We already have inadequate space 
for all the schools in Human and Social 
Development. 

He says the Senate decision on provid¬ 
ing space for the library means “the next 
step must be the development of a new 
building for the schools in the faculty.” 

Wharf said faculty plans for a new 
building were approved by the adminis¬ 
tration over five years ago and the plans 
were placed on the top of UVic’s priority 
list. However, the so-called roiling five- 
year plan for new buildings stopped four 
years ago with the provincial govern¬ 
ment’s restraint program. 

“We are now six years behind and 
there still are no capital funds available 
from the provincial government. Reno¬ 
vations planned for the Sedgewick 
Building this summer will allow us to 
survive for the next few years at best,” 
Wharf added. 

Wooley hopes the Senate decision on 
the library will help influence future 
campus planning and priorities. 

He believes the answer may not 
require the construction of new build¬ 
ings. “If we carefully review our priori¬ 
ties, there may be far less costly 


solutions than constructing whole new 
buildings.” 

Matthews is less optimistic. “There 
can’t be any significant change without 
a new building. Without a new building 
the problem then becomes reallocating 
space on campus, but I don’t know of 
anyone who is volunteering to give up 
space. 

“The fact is, I don’t know of any 
department that is shrinking or is wil¬ 
ling to give us space to make room for the 
School of Public Administration.” 


Impact ’87 on campus 

Impact ’87, a computer conference for 
teachers and administrators, is being 
held today through May 17 at UVic. 

Concurrent sessions will be held 
throughout the three-day event, on top¬ 
ics as varied as musical applications of 
microprocessors to designing an artifi¬ 
cially intelligent planning system for 
teachers.

New computer video teaching tool demonstrated 


Students in UVic’s Extension French 
Language Program could soon be learn¬ 
ing French from a new computer video 
technology never before used in Canada. 

Using computers and video as teach¬ 
ing tools is now commonplace in schools 
and universities. However, a novel 
French designed system called Clip 
VAO, is the first system in Canada that 
marries the two technologies so they can 
be used as an effective instructional tool 
for teaching languages. 

According to its developer, Dr. Fran¬ 
cois Marchessou, Director of the Educa¬ 
tion Technology Centre at the 
University of Poitiers, this new system 
uses the two technologies in a more use¬ 
ful and beneficial way for both the stu¬ 
dent and the instructor. 

The strength of the French technology 
is it allows the two technologies to full 
involve the student in the learning 
process. 

From April 27 through May 1, Dr. 
Marchessou was at UVic to demonstrate 
how Computer Activated Video can be 
used by instructors in the classroom. 

The system uses a basic personal com¬ 
puter, which is readily available in 
schools and universities, a standard tel¬ 
evision and video tape machine, and a 
software disk supplied by the University 
of Poitiers. 

Requiring only basic programming 
skills, a teacher can program in advance 
any number or kinds of questions into 
the computer. These questions can then 


be posed to the student at any time 
throughout the duration of the selected 
video tape. 

Students in groups of three or four 
watch the video on television and at the 
chosen points during the program the 
computer will freeze the action on the 
screen and ask a question on the video 
screen about something which the stu¬ 
dent has just watched. 

After they have typed their answers 
into the computer the computer will 
assess the answer and then allow the 
video tape to resume. 

This use of technology, according to 
Marachessou, prevents simple passive 
viewing of the lesson and stimulates the 
student to watch with greater attention 
and involvement. 

This system allows the teacher to pro¬ 
gram different lessons for students who 
may be at different levels of ability, thus 
allowing students to learn at their own 
pace. 

Monique Clebant, Coordinator of 
French Language Programs for Univer¬ 
sity Extension, coordinated Dr. Mar- 
chessou’s visit to UVic. She first saw the 
system in use during a visit to France in 
December 1986. 

“I was very impressed with what is 
being done in France. The system is a 
fantastic instructional tool and it is also 
very ‘user friendly’ for both the teacher 
and student. 

“It also gives the instructor great flexi¬ 
bility on the kinds of concepts she may 


wish to teach and on the kinds of videos 
which can be selected.” 

This was demonstrated vividly by 
Professor Marachessou during one of 
his workshops when he and a room full 
of UVic faculty created two instruc¬ 
tional programs, using the unlikely 
sources of a feature-length movie and an 
episode from a television soap opera. 

Both Marachessou and Clebant see 
great potential for using the system to 
teach regular school and a full range of 
university courses. 

He says the current experience and 
results of using computers and video in 
the class room have been mixed because 


educators often misapply or don’t know 
how to effectively use computers. Video 
instruction also has its limitations 
because of the passive nature of learning 
which occurs when people are viewing 
video material. 

Clebant says the University Exten¬ 
sion French Language Program is plan¬ 
ning to have the necessary equipment 
this summer with the assistance of the 
Secretary of State, the B.C. Ministry of 
Education as well as UVic. She expects 
that up to 40 students will be using the 
Computer Activated Video system to 
learn French through UVic’s Extension 
program by the beginning of 1988.

Pacific Rim economist and 
Lansdowne Chair join IJVic 


Dr. Ralph William Huenemann has 
been appointed Professor of Economic 
Relations with China in the UVic School 
of Public Administration. 

Huenemann is a respected Canadian 
economist specializing in the Pacific 
Rim. He has served as Research Direc¬ 
tor, Asia-Pacific Projects, for the Insti¬ 
tute for Research on Public Policy since 
1986. 

His is the second of three senior 
appointments as part of UVic’s drive to 
recruit a core group of internationally- 
ranked scholars to undertake initiatives 
in the Asia Pacific region. In July, Dr. 
Douglas Johnston will assume the posi¬ 
tion of Professor of Asia Pacific Legal 
Relations in UVic’s Faculty of Law. 

Huenemann, Dr. Johnston and a third 
professor yet to be recruited, will form 
the core a new research centre in Asia 
Pacific Relations. Each will spend one- 
half time with their home departments 
or faculties and the remaining half-time 
doing research and outreach work for 
the new centre. 

According to Brian Wharf, Dean of 
Human and Social Development, 
Huenemann’s impressive academic 
background coupled with his in-depth 
knowledge of Asia and working expe¬ 
rience in Pacific Rim countries will be a 
valuable addition to UVic. 

Huenemann received his Master of 
Arts in Regional Studies—East Asia 
and his Ph.D. in Economics from Har¬ 
vard University. He has been a consult¬ 
ing economist for The World Bank since 
1984, and in that capacity has under¬ 
taken a number of important projects in 
economic planning in Korea and China. 

Previously, he served as the Director 
of Research for the Mining Association 
of B.C. In 1975-76 and again from 1978- 
83 he was a Research Associate with the 
Institute of Asian Research at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia.

The School of Public Administration 
has appointed Dr. Michael J. Prince as 
an associate professor to occupy the first 
Lansdowne Chair in the Faculty of 
Human and Social Development. 

Prince, 35, comes to UVic from 
Carleton University in Ottawa, where 
he has been an associate professor in the 
Carleton School of Public Administra¬ 
tion. 

In 1984-85 Prince was a visiting asso¬ 
ciate professor at UVic. Prior to that, he 
lectured at Carleton and at Plymouth 
Polytechnic and Exeter Univesity in 
England. 

Prince’s teaching fields include Man¬ 
agement Studies, Political Science, Pub¬ 
lic Administration and Social Work. 

“Dr. Prince is an emerging star in the 
social policy field in Canada,” according 
to Dr. Brian Wharf, Dean of the Faculty 
of Human and Social Development. 

“He will enhance the research thrust 
of the school in social policy and assist 
.in providing new graduate programs for 
Public Administration.” 

Prince will teach courses in the School 
of Public Administration and the School 
of Social Work, including a fourth year 
undergraduate course for students in 
social work, child care and nursing. 

His appointment at UVic becomes 
effective July 1,1987. He is the author of 
a new book Budgeting in Canada: Polit¬ 
ics , Economics and Management .

Dr. Ralph W. Baldner, Professor Emeri¬ 
tus of UVic’s French department died 
May 1 at his home in Honolulu, Hawaii. 

Baldner came to UVic in 1962 and was 
made associate professor in 1967. He 
retired from teaching in 1979. A memor¬ 
ial service will be held, the date of which 
has not yet been determined.

“They’ve really got nothing; 12 kilome¬ 
tres of paved road in an area the size of 
Texas.” 

Dr. Eric Roth of UVic’s Anthopology 
Department is speaking of the southern 
Sudan, one of Africa’s poorest nations, 
plagued by poverty, drought and civil 
war. 

Roth worked with UNICEF in the 
southern Sudan during the summers of 
1985 and 1986, gathering basic demogra¬ 
phic data to assist the organization in its 
attempt to establish some base-line data 
to help measure the effectiveness of their 
aid programs in the area. 

“Although it was fascinating to see 
the area, rather than just reading about 
it, it was also very depressing,” he says. 
“The southern Sudan is one of the least 
developed areas in all Africa; the people 
have endured 30 years of great hard¬ 
ship—lovely, kind people who were 
always willing to share what little they 
had. I’m not very optimistic; I’m afraid a 
major catastrophe is coming.” 

A demographer who completed his 
doctorate at the University of Toronto, 
Roth is concerned with population stu¬ 
dies and their key components such as 
mortality, fertility and migration. 

“Anthropology is mainly interested in 
traditional non-Western peoples—bands 
and tribes,” he says. “There are prob¬ 
lems with that. Often you are talking to 
people who don’t know how old they are, 
and don’t care.” 

Sudan is a country that has long been 
divided along racial and religious lines. 
Islamic Arabs dominate in the north and 
control the country’s government, while 
the south, an area of equatorial rain 
forest, is home to black Christian Afri¬ 
cans, the rebels in the current civil war. 
It assumed independence in 1956 after a 
century as a British colony, and internal 
strife has been a constant debilitating 
factor ever since. 

In southern Sudan, UNICEF sponsors 
the “GOBI” strategy: G - Growth and 
Development charts for mothers; O - 
Oral Rehydration (simple saline solu¬ 
tions are being used to combat infant 
diarrhoea, the main cause of child death 
in the third world); B - Breast feeding; 
and I - Immunization - with primary 
vaccines. 

Roth conducted demographic studies 
in rural areas with two pastoral groups, 


People with a passion for Oriental Art, 
Architecture, Theatre, Sculpture or some 
other area of the arts will soon be able to 
earn a diploma in Fine Arts through 
UVic’s Faculty of Fine Arts and the uni¬ 
versity’s Extension Division.

A 
student can pursue a program in one of 
the specialized areas on either a full or 
part-time basis. 

Course studies will be supplemented 
with special workshops and lectures 
that will examine a topic of special 
interest. 

According to program coordinator Joy, 
Davis, the diploma program has been 


and surveys in two towns, to help deter¬ 
mine how many people are actually 
using UNICEF’s basic techniques. 
Social patterns such as family income 
and education levels were studied to see 
how they influenced the choices made. 

“It’s all in relation to the infant/child 
mortality rate, the main interest of UNI¬ 
CEF,” Roth says. “Southern Sudan has 
a very bad, high rate. Poor sanitation, 
malaria and sleeping sickness exacer¬ 
bate the situation. 

“UNICEF needs this fundamental 
data. They want to know if their pro¬ 
grams are having any effect. Statistics 
are almost non-existant; the war has 
made a census impossible. There’s much 
more to be done yet, but I can’t go back 
this summer, it’s too dangerous.”

In the coming year, Roth expects to 
turn his attention to Northern Kenya, to 
assess the demographic and cultural 
changes experienced by the Rendille or 
‘camel people’, as they go from a 
nomadic to sedentary life. 

The Rendilles, who eat the meat and 
drink the milk and blood of camels, have 
lost many of their herds to the droughts. 
To survive, these traditional nomads 
have put in wells and begun moving 
their herds to the permanent waterholes. 

In collaboration with the Kenyan Arid 
Lands Research Station, with partial 
funding from UNESCO, Roth will travel 
to the area to help determine how the 
Rendilles are adapting to this extreme 
change to their way of life. 


developed with the broader community 
in mind.

UVic videos merit mention 


Fine Arts program created 
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Jellyfish nerves probed for 
insight into human behavior

The following article has been 
submitted to the Ring by the 
Business and Industry Develop¬ 
ment Centre on campus, which 
is encouraging technology 
transfer between the university 
and industry. 


Some of the deepest mysteries of the 
workings of the human brain may be 
uncovered as a result of ground¬ 
breaking research into the nervous sys¬ 
tem of a tiny jellyfish. 

UVic biologist Dr. George Mackie has 
discovered the jellyfish has a single 
nerve cell that sends two different kinds 
of signals to its muscles, a breakthrough 
in the world-wide study of the nervous 
system. # 

Mackie's ongoing research into the 
way the jellyfish transmits signals from 
its nervous system to its muscles could 
help medical scientists understand how 
nerve cells affect human brain 
disorders. 


Mackie's area of specialty is neuro¬ 
physiology, the study of the nervous sys¬ 
tem. He conducts research on jellyfish 
and other invertebrates because their 
motor functions are relatively easy to 
understand. “The nervous system is 
very complicated, so it helps to look at a 
simple system, ,, Mackie says. “There are 
fewer parts of the jigsaw puzzle, but the 
principle of operation is much the same 
as in higher forms of life. There are mil¬ 
lions of nerve cells in a human brain, but 
only thousands in a jellyfish. ,, 

Scientific research at this level helps 



uncover the basic elements of biology, 
Mackie says. “That's how most medical 
advances are made.” 

Mackie's research project, a collabora¬ 
tion with Robert Meech of Bristol Uni¬ 
versity in England, involves a species of 
jellyfish that is plentiful year-round and 
has a relatively large nervous system 
that is easy to work with. 

Nerve cells, the basic units of the brain 
or nervous system, generally perform 
only one function, by transmitting a sin¬ 
gle kind of signal. But Mackie disco¬ 
vered that the cells of the jellyfish 
transmit two different kinds of signals— 
one to tell its muscles to swim normally, 
the other to swim quickly, when it must 
escape from a predator. The muscle con¬ 
traction in fast swimming moves the 
animal about five times as far as in slow 
swimming. The ability to send two dis¬ 
tinct signals “doubles the capacity of 
that nerve. It's like getting two nerves 
for the price of one.” 

Mackie's finding, reported in the Lon¬ 
don Times and in Nature, a scientific 
journal that circulates world-wide, drew 
requests for reprints from oVer 1,000 
scientists in many different countries. 

Mackie compares a single-signal 
nerve cell to an airplane that can only 
fly forward, and the double-signal nerve 
discovered in the jellyfish to a helicopter 
that flies both forward and backward. 
It's still not known whether human 
nerve cells also have this capacity, but 
research conducted by other scientists 
on forms of life higher than the jellyfish 
indicates some evidence of double-signal 
nerve cells. If double-signal capacity is 
found to be widespread in the human 
brain, “it could contribute greatly to 
helping to understand human behav¬ 
ior,” Mackie says. 

“Most human neurological disorders 
have a basis in individual nerve cells. 
There's usually something wrong with 
the chemistry or with the wiring—a 
chemical or mechanical breakdown. In 
the decides to come it should be possible 
to relate behavior functions to the activi¬ 
ties of individual nerve cells.” 

Advances in medical research are 
almost always preceded by manj? years 
of study of animal physiology and 
behavior, Mackie says. 

Mackie's research is funded by a grant 
from the Natural Sciences and Engi¬ 
neering Research Council.

New Humanities Diploma offered 


People with a special interest in history, languages, the 
classics, womens' studies or another humanities area 
can now apply to enrol in a special new Humanities 
Diploma program offered by UVic's Extension 
Division and the Humanities Division. 

The Humanities Diploma program will allow stu¬ 
dents to pursue studies in a range of Humanities areas, 
including Classics, English, French Language and 
Literature, Germanic Studies, History, Linguistics, 
Medieval Studies, Pacific and Asian Studies, Philo¬ 
sophy, Slavonic Studies or Women's Studies. 

A student may take courses drawn from one depart¬ 
ment, or pursue a semi-interdisciplinary or fully inter¬ 
disciplinary program with courses drawn from a wide 
range of departments. 

The program is being implemented by Extension 
with the full support of Dr. Sam Skully, Dean of 
Humanities and the co-operation of all the participat¬ 
ing departments. 

According to program coordinator, Brishkai Lund, 
the program was developed in response to a specific 
need experienced by a large number of students 
enrolled in the study of the humanities. 

* “We see a lot of students taking courses in the 
humanities who seem to have no particular focus or 
direction to their studies. This program offers an inte¬ 
grated approach that can better meet the student's 
needs and motivate them to continue their studies in a 
more focused way.” 


The program will attempt to better serve those stu¬ 
dents who are seeking knowledge and understanding 
of history, classical traditions, literature, language 
and philosophy. 

“We are offering a program we hope can build a 
bridge between the specialist and those everyday peo¬ 
ple who consider the issues which come from the 
Humanities area. Issues such as Who am I? Why am I 
here? What's my relationship to my neighbour? How 
unique are my feelings and experiences and are they 
unique to our time?”, Lund says. 

Students entering the program will receive orienta¬ 
tion and assistance from faculty coordinator Dr. Ste¬ 
phen Scobie of the Department of English on what 
program and courses to select. 

To qualify for a Humanities Diploma, a student must 
successfully complete the equivalent of six full-time 
courses from the chosen Humanities area. A student 
may pursue a program on either a full or part-time 
basis. 

Enrolment in the program is limited. Interested 
applicants must only meet the normal admission 
requirements of UVic. The deadline for enrolment 
applications is June 10.
